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DECISION ON PETITION 
UNDER 37 C.F.R. §3.81 (B) 



This is a decision on the petition filed June 22, 2007, pursuant 
to 37 C.F.R. 53.81(b) 1 , to correct the Assignee'. s information on 
the Issue Fee Transmittal Form PTOL-85(b). 

On September 14, 2006, Applicant filed a "Transmittal of 
Certificate of Correction under 37 C.F.R. 1.323." On October 10, 
2006, the Certificates of Correction Branch dismissed Applicant's 
request. 

With the present petition, Petitioner requests that a Certificate 
of Correction be issued correcting the name of an assignee.

certificate of correction under 1.323 of this chapter (accompanied 
by the fee set forth in 1.20(a)) and the processing fee set forth 
in 1.17 (i) of this chapter. 

Office records show that the assignment for the above-identified 
application was received in the Office on May 18, 2006, 
concurrently with the submission of the Issue Fee. 

The petition is GRANTED.
